newspaper account of a meeting of the New England Society 
in that place on the 22d of December. 

He read a letter from Isaac F. Shepherd, United States 
Consul in Swatow, China, presenting to the Society a lot- 
tery ticket in the " Mountain Road Lottery," signed by 
G"' Washington. 

He also read some passages from the " Life and Times of 
William Samuel Johnson, LL.D., by E. Edwards Beardsley, 
D.D., LL.D.," New York, 1876, and presented the volume to 
the Society. 

The Society then proceeded to the subject specially as- 
signed for this meeting ; viz., the recommendations in the 
report of the committee relative to applying to the Legis- 
lature for an alteration in the Society's charter. The first 
recommendation of the report was unanimously adopted, as 
follows : — 

Voted, That it is expedient (for the Society) to ask of the 
Legislature authority to hold property, exclusive of their Li- 
brary, to the value of $300,000. 

The second recommendation was debated at length, and 
referred for further consideration to a special meeting to be 
called one week hence, the 18th instant, the Secretary to 
designate the object for which the meeting is called, in the 
notices issued. 



SPECIAL MEETING, JANUARY 18, 1877. 

A Special Meeting of the Society, called to consider the 
second recommendation of the committee in relation to apply- 
ing to the Legislature, — viz., " That it is expedient to ask 
permission of the Legislature to remove all limitations, except 
such as the Society may fix by its by-laws, as to the number 
of its Resident Members," — was held this day, January 18th, 
at 11 o'clock A.M. ; the President in the chair. 

The proposition was debated at length, when, on motion 
of Mr. Whitmore, the subject was, by a large majority, in- 
definitely postponed. 

The third recommendation was disposed of in the same 
manner.
